Attache In Moscow Assaulted 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A U.S. military attache at the 
American Embassy in Moscow was physically assaulted by 
more than a dozen persons Jan. 5 at an airport in the Soviet 
Union, according to the State Department. 
The incident is the third in the past 10 days to mar 
U.S.Soviet relations. 
A State Department spokesman said Friday night that 
Capt. Elmer L. Alderfer, an assistant Air Force attache at 
the embassy, was attacked at the Riga airport. He was 
visiting Riga on a trip previously cleared by Soviet officials. 
The Soviet Union has rejected one strong U.S. protest 
over the incident and has not responded to another, the 
spokesman said. 
According to the State Department, Alderfer was 
attacked initially by four to six persons with another dozen 
or so, presumably airport employes, then joining in the 
assault. 
Alderfer was thrown to the ground, his coat and shirt 
ripped and his arm twisted, the spokesman said. He was 
thoroughly searched, then taken to the airport chief’s office 
and accused of taking pictures of the airport, the official 
added. Alderfer was released about a half hour later. 
Although Alderfer had a camera with him, he had taken 
no pictures, the State Department said. The camera was 
returned after the incident. 
The U.S. Embassy in Moscow on Jan. 6 “strongly 
protested this violation of diplomatic immunity,” the 
official said. 
The embassy’s complaint citing, among other things, the 
failure of local authorities to prevent the assault of the U.S. 
officer at a public airport and the failure to arrest the 
attackers, was promptly rejected by the Soviet foreign 
Ministry pending an investigation, the State Department 
said. 
The spokesman said another protest was lodged with the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington Jan. 10, but no reply has 
been received. 
He said, however, the United States considers the 
incident serious and does not intend to let it drop. 
A State Department official said the Soviets claim to 
have 
“certain documents” pertaining to the Scheuer 
incident, but that the Soviet Foreign Ministry so far has 
refused a U.S. bid to inspect them.

While in Buenos Aires,

Embassy officials and U.S. 
narcotics agents. 
“The current opinion of 
U.S. customs is that more 
than 50 per cent of all hard 
drugs in the United States are 
smuggled into the country 
from Latin America,” Mann 
said in an interview. 
“We think that Paraguay 
is the leading Latin country 
in this traffic, and the main 
reception 
area for heroin 
from Europe en route to the 
United States,” he said. 
The Bureau of Narcotics 
and 
Dangerous 
Drugs 
assigned two agents recently 
to Paraguay aud two more to 
Argentina to help local police 
stem the flow of contraband 
drugs. The bureau also has 
offices in Venezuela, Panama 
and Mexico. 
“We were surprised to 
find that the use of hard 
drugs in these Latin countries 
is limited,” Mann said. “It’s 
apparent that the failure to 
have a drug problem at home 
is one reason why control 
measures are lax.”

Seed 
testing 
wUl 
be an 
important practice for farmers 
this year, and now is the time 
to have seed tested for planting 
this spring. Several Stoddard 
County 
farmers are already 
taking 
steps 
to 
have 
seed 
tested. 
A seed test may be obtained 
free of charge at either the 
Seed 
Testing 
Laboratory, 
Department of Field Crops, 
108 Waters Hall, Columbia, 
Missouri or the State Seed 
T e s t i n g 
Laboratory, 
department of 
Agriculture, 
Jefferson City, Missouri. These 
laboratories operate on the 
same schedule, and corn, cotton 
soybeans, 
sorghum, 
sudan 
grass, and rice are tested from 
December 
1 
to 
April 
1. 
Obviously, this is a season 
when the work load is heavy 
for the laboratories; therefore, 
a few weeks will be required to 
test the seed and get the results 
back 
to 
the 
farmer. 
Consequently,

advised to send their samples 
to the laboratory as soon as 
possible.

NEW YORK (KFS) - Larry Kort starred for three years 
on Broadway in “West Side Story,’ one of the all-time great 
musicals. For the past two seasons, he has played the lead in 
the current smash, “Company.” Some time back when 
Johnny Carson decided to have members of the cast of 
“Company” on the “Tonight” show, Larry went on, 
performed one of his songs from the show and then joined 
the panel. 
Johnny, who had never met Kert, looked at his notes and 
remarked quite casually that Larry had been in “West Side 
Story” and was now in “Company” and asked him what he 
had done between the two hits. 
“Ten years of oblivion,” answered Larry, with a charming 
self-effacing candidness that knocked Carson out and began a 
new career for Larry Kert. 
Kert admittedly was a little wary when he made the first 
appearance on the “Tonight” show and found it quite 
difficult to heed the advice of his close friends, comedic 
genius Mel Brooks, who told him to be himself. 
“I was even dazzled when I saw the tape later,” said Larry. 
“I 
hardly 
remembered 
saying those things, but the 
personality on the screen was very much mine. I was 
responding to Johnny Carson with the kind of answers you 
usually think of giving three days later.” 
Larry is featured in Monday night’s (Jan. 17, NBC 
9-10:30, NYT) 90-minute tribute to George Gershwin and 
his music, “ ’S Wonderful, ’SMarvelous, ’SGershwin,” along 
with Fred Astaire, Jack Lemmon, Leslie Uggams, Peter Nero 
and Linda Bennett. I asked Larry whether he was selected to 
join that illustrious cast because of his appearance with 
Carson. 
“No, 
not really,” said Kert. “Marty Charnin, who 
conceived and produced the show, was in “West Side Story’ 
with me and we’ve been friends ever since. Come to think of 
it, a lot of people were with me in “West Side Story.’ The 
difference was they came and went, but I just stayed.” 


A native Californian, Larry was making a living as movie 
stunt man and double. Most of his singing had been for his 
family on weekends, but when he hurt himself doing a stunt 
and knew he’d have to find a new line of work, he went to a 
chorus call for a Broadway- bound musical, and has been a 
New Yorker ever since. 
In spite of his flip putdown of his own career during the 
period of “oblivion,” Larry had big parts in musicals such as 
“Cabaret” and “Mr. Wonderful.” 
“Let’s 
not 
forget 
’La Strada’ 
which lasted 
one 
performance,” he pointed out. “Or that I was always 
available for stock companies of ‘West Side Story’ no matter 
where it was touring.” 
Larry is leaving the Broadway production of “Company” 
to open the hit in London this month. “I’ve never even been 
to London and I'm looking forward to it,” he said. “I’ll 
really miss doing the Carson show and being a personality, 
but maybe I’ll fly over once in a while just to keep it going. 
Another drawback is not being here when the Gershwin 
special is telecast. Pm extremely proud of that show, loved 
doing it and I wish I could be around to hear that wonderful 
reaction you get the day after you appear in something 
exciting on television.” 
As there are over 50 Gershwin songs included in this 
all-star special, Larry gets a fair share. He sings five tunes and 
his old friend Charnin actually permitted him to make one 
choice on his own. 
“Of course with somebody like Fred Astaire around to 
sing all the great Gershwin tunes he introduces, the leftovers 
could have been lean,” said Larry. “That is until you study 
the list of Gershwin titles. The hits go on and on.” 
By his own admission, “West Side Story” was Larry’s 
security blanket for the three years he starred in it on 
Broadway. Now, as a frequent “Tonight” show visitor, star 
of a London-bound musical and featured on an all-star TV 
special, he needs no more blankets and can stand as a 
personality named Larry Kert. 
The turning point: when, during that first visit to the 
“Tonight” show, Johnny leaned over during a commercial 
break, tapped Larry on the shoulder and said, “How does it 
feel to know you’re going to be asked back on this show?”

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TV’s Focus On 
A ‘ Legacy Of Hate ’ 


^ NEW^ YORK (KFS — NBC documentarian Robert 
(“ Shad” ) Northshield spent three weeks in Belfast, Northern 
Ireland, preparing “ Suffer the Little Children,” 
NBC news special 
on the plight of the 
young in strife - torn Ulster. 
He sums up the traumatic experience with a knock at TV ’s 
most popular situation comedy, “ I do not think Archie 
Bunker is funny,” he said. “There is no way I could ever find 
humor in prejudice.” 
Northshield, who has been covering the newsbeat for over 
20 years, found the time in Ireland the most disturbing of his 
career. He still has trouble sleeping because the terror of 
Belfast continues to disturb him. 
“ Personally, I can find no justification for hate,” he said. 
“There are people I dislike and many who dislike me, but 
true hate is hardly a human emotion. But in Ireland, for 
perhaps the next ten generations and certainly for the past 
ten, the children have been given a legacy of hate.” 
Shad has even sought the counsel of psychiatrists hoping 
to find a statement of hope for his documentary, but the 
doctors simply confirm his observations. We are all afraid of 
something, he said, such as jumping from a five story 
building, so we simply do not do it because of the obvious 
consequences. When Irish children are taught to be afraid of 
a man because he’s a Catholic or a PROTESTANT ’” IT IS A 
FEAR OF THE UNKNOWN ’” AN UNRESOLVED FEA R’ 
“ This kind of unresolved fear, which is part of growing up 
in Ireland, has become a national time bomb that is finally 
exploding,” he said. 
Despite his own personal attitude about hate, Northshield 
finds some justification in the bitter national rivalries in the 
Mid-East or in India. 
“ But in Ireland it’s Christian against Christian ... white 
against white ... Irishman against Irishman ... identical 
cultures, tracitions ... history,” he said. “ It is a pure civil war 
and the only basis of the conflict is Catholic vs. Protestant. 
Frankly, a few weeks in Belfast provides a pretty powerful 
case for atheism.” 
Originally Northshield was going to do a section of 
another news special on Christmas in Northern Ireland. When 
that show was canceled, he went to his boss and expressed 
disappointment over not doing something on Ireland. It was 
a meeting of the minds, because Reuven Frank, NBC news 
chief, also wanted a different angle about the tragedy, ¿n 
Ulster, and he gave immediate approval of tonight’s concept. 
“ In a way I’m sorry I went,” said Northjsfeieid. “ It’s not so 
much re - living the nightmare yjfeefV'a phone call in the 
middle of the night informed,.mS'of a bomb in my hotel ... 
it’s just becoming emo.tkrtiaily involved in this insoluble 
problem. We take 
cameras on the street and we ask a 
child who Jie-hates ... the answer is always the same ... 
Catholic ctiild hates Protestant and vice versa. We follow up 
... ‘Well, young man, what is a Catholic?’ ... The answer is 
vague... It’s just somebody to hate.” 
Naturally the show does not take sides, since it is simply a 
look at the tragic young victims of the situation. Northshield 
himself finds fault with all factions from the IRA to the 
British crown — and he sees no answers. 
“There are 
110,000 
licensed guns all belonging to 
Protestants, and the IRA is making every possible effort to 
arm Catholics. A tinderbox, believe me,” he said. 
“ Eventually, some sort of unification will have to be 
worked out between Northern and Southern Ireland,” said 
Northshield, “but this will do nothing to alleviate that legacy 
of hate. Catholics in the North must be given more freedom 
and we know that will not happen overnight. The city of 
Belfast’s official map in City Hall actually shows the lines 
between Catholic neighborhoods and Protestant ones. 
“ Here’s a typical paradox. Because it’s not a well - paying 
job all cab drivers are Catholic ... but only Protestants can 
afford cabs. What happens? Protestants hail the cabs but can 
only be taken to the outskirts of their neighborhood because 
the cabby will not cross the line.”

memory to create the character of the lonely housewife who 
has ? torrid affair with a 19-year-old boy in the higly 
acclaimed film which has attracted long lines in any kind of 
weather since it opened in New York several months ago.

The excitement of a possible Oscar has not dimmed Cloris’ 
love for “The Mary Tyler Moore Show.”

“I‘m much closer to Valerie (Rhoda) Harper than I am to 
Mary for obvious reasons,” Cloris said, “Mary is the star and 
part owner of the series and she has a lot of responsibility.

But when I‘m on the set, the three of us have a grant time 
because Mary feels more comfortable with two other women 
regulars instead of the customary one. It.s funny about a 
happy set. It shows in the finished product. I love everybody 
connected with the series. In fact, I just did a hilarious Movie 
of the Weekend for ABC which was written by our writers.” 
Cloris came to New York more years ago than she looks 
when she was arunner-up in the Miss America contest. Her 
picture was submitted by a boy she was dating but despised 
while attending Northwestern University. 
“I didn’t know a thing about it,” she said, “and suddenly I 
get a call that Pm a semi-finalist in the Miss Chicago contest. 
I didn’t believe it but I won and was sent to Atlantic City, 
which was so close to New York I told my folks I was going 
to start my theatrical career a few years earlier than I had 
expected.” She had her first job within a week and has been 
at it ever since. 
Miss Leachman has been an extremely successful actress, 
but she has always wondered where she’d be today if she 
smoked. “Julia Harris and I began at about the same time,” 
she said.

NEW YORK (KFS) — In tones of reverence, Bill Cullen’s 
name has cropped up during every interview I have ever done 
with a game show host. 
You start with Bill Cullen, say his peers, and you grade 
down from that point. Still a relatively young man, Bill has 
25 years of experience as the perennial genial, joking host of 
quiz and giveaway programs, and he is entitled to be known 
as venerable, an appellation he dismisses with the infectious 
laugh that has consoled many a losing contestant on shows 
ranging from his first, “Winner Take All,” to his current NBC 
game, “Three on a Match.” 
“ No I don’t really like people,” confessed Bill between 
lapings of “Three on a Match.” “ But when I’m on stage, I’m 
able to look as if I do.

Cullen believes the secret of his success and personal 
satisfaction with his career has been the ability to recognize 
his talent, and not try to branch out into areas of show 
business where he would flounder. “I just want to keep 
working until I’m ready to retire and move to California,” he 
said. 
As proof that he means what he said about keeping busy, 
Bill has been signed on as TV spokesman for one of New 
Bill Cullen 


York’s largest department stores. 
“I imagine one of the reasons they wanted m e” he said, 
“was my association with a show called ‘The Price Is Right,’ 
but fortunately they have not inserted the phrase in any of 
the copy I have to read. 
I would not permit it, and Mark 
Goodson and Till Todman, owners of that show, would be 
on 
hand 
with an injunction before the one- minute 
commercial message ended.” 
Bill’s association with the Goodson - Todman game show 
empire goes back to the mid ’40s when he was a staff 
announcer at CBS radio earning $55 a week. 
“ Even then you couldn’t make do on that salary,” said 
Cullen, “and I supplemented my income writing for comedy 
shows like ‘Easy Aces.’ I was friendly with Mark and Bill;and 
when their first game show, ‘Winner Take All,’ went on 
radio, they had me assigned as standby announcer as part of 
my staff job. But they didn’t like the emcee they hired, and 
arranged for me to try hosting; and I’ve worked for them 
practically ever since. ‘Three on Match’ is a Bob Stewart 
production, but Bob was a Goodson-Todman staffer for 
years, and I still do Mark and Bill’s ‘I’ve Got a Secret’ in 
syndication.” 
After Cullen took over “Winner Take All,” he had an 
experience that sounds like Chapter Two of a bad novel about 
the radio -TV industry. Not knowing that there was a fee for 
emceeing a game show, he went to the pay office to pick up 
his weekly $55 stipend and was handed a check for $750. 
“ I went crazy,” he said, “and ran up Madison Avenue, 
which is really quite a feat with a bum leg. I went out and 
bought a wallet for two hundred bucks, which was quite a 
turnaround for a kid from Pittsburgh earning 55 a week.” 
At this point, it looks as if Cullen is set for a long run with 
“Three on a M atch,” the fourth game show NBC has thrown 
in to compete with Monty Hall’s “ Let’s Make a Deal” and 
CBS’ long-time daytime hit, “As the World Turns.” 
Cullen’s quiz has made a slight dent in both, almost tripled 
the minuscule rating of its predecessor and, combined with 
“ Deal,” knocked the CBS soaper out of the number one slot 
in daytime ratings. 
“ I’m happy for Bob Stewart, because I really like him,” 
said Bill Cullen, a man who obviously likes people no matter 
what he says.

Attache In Moscow Assaulted 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A U.S. military attache at the 
American Embassy in Moscow was physically assaulted by 
more than a dozen persons Jan. 5 at an airport in the Soviet 
Union, according to the State Department. 
The incident is the third in the past 10 days to mar 
U.S.Soviet relations. 
A State Department spokesman said Friday night that 
Capt. Elmer L. Alderfer, an assistant Air Force attache at 
the embassy, was attacked at the Riga airport. He was 
visiting Riga on a trip previously cleared by Soviet officials. 
The Soviet Union has rejected one strong U.S. protest 
over the incident and has not responded to another, the 
spokesman said. 
According to the State Department, Alderfer was 
attacked initially by four to six persons with another dozen 
or so, presumably airport employes, then joining in the 
assault. 
Alderfer was thrown to the ground, his coat and shirt 
ripped and his arm twisted, the spokesman said. He was 
thoroughly searched, then taken to the airport chief's office 
and accused of taking pictures of the airport, the official 
added Alderfer was released about a half hour later. 
Although Alderfer had a camera with him, he had taken 
no pictures, the State Department said The camera was 
returned after the incident. 
The U.S. Embassy in Moscow on Jan. 6 "strongly 
protested this violation of diplomatic immunity,’’ the 
official said 
The em bassy’s complaint citing, among other things, the 
failure of local authorities to prevent the assault of the U.S 
officer at a public airport and the failure to arrest the 
attackers, was promptly rejected by the Soviet foreign 
Ministry pending an investigation, the State Department 
said. 
The spokesman said another protest was lodged with the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington Jan 10, but no reply has 
been received 
He said, however, the United States considers the 
incident serious and does not intend to let it drop. 
A State Department official said the Soviets claim to 
have 
“ certain docum ents” pertaining to the Scheuer 
incident, but that the Soviet Foreign Ministry so far has

“ We think that Paraguay 
is the leading Latin country 
in this traffic, and the main

The Bureau of Narcotics

Drugs 
assigned two agents recently 
to Paraguay and two more to 
Argentina to help local police 
stem the flow of contraband 
drugs. The bureau also has 
offices in Venezuela, Panama 
and Mexico.

Howard Taft to Dwight D. 
Eisenhower.

s ma l l , 
cheerful 
reporter retired in 1962 and 
had lived here since. He had 
been in ill health for some 
time. His wife survives. 
A native of Washington, 
D.C., all of Oliver’s service 
with the Asociated Press was 
in

there. 
He 
worked on the Senate staff 
before moving to his White 
House assignment.

A native Californian, Larry was making a living as movie 
stunt man and double. Most of his singing had been for his 
family on weekends, but when he hurt himself doing a stunt 
and knew he’d have to find a new line of work, he went to a 
chorus call for a Broadway- bound musical, and has been a 
New Yorker ever since. 
In spite of his flip putdown of his own career during the 
period of “oblivion,” Larry had big parts in musicals such as 
“Cabaret” and “Mr. Wonderful.”

Larry is leaving the Broadway production of “ Company” 
to open the hit in London this month. “ I’ve never even been 
to London and I'm looking forward to it,” he said. " I’ll 
really miss doing the Carson show and being a personality, 
but maybe I’ll fly over once in a while just to keep it going. 
Another drawback is not being here when the Gershwin 
special is telecast. I'm extremely proud of that show, loved 
doing it and I wish I could be around to hear that wonderful 
reaction you get 
the day after you appear in something 
exciting on television.” 
As there are over 50 Gershwin songs included in this 
all-star special, Larry gets a fair share. He sings five tunes and 
his old friend Charnin actually permitted him to make one 
choice on his own. 
“Of course with somebody like Fred Astaire around to 
sing all the great Gershwin tunes he introduces, the leftovers 
could have been lean,” said Larry.

Some time back when 
Johnny Carson decided to have members of the cast of 
“Company” on the “Tonight” show, Larry went on, 
performed one of his songs from the show and then joined 
the panel. 
Johnny, who had never met Kert, looked at his notes and 
remarked quite casually that Larry had been in “West Side 
Story” and was now in “ Company” and asked him what he 
had done between the two hits. 
“Ten years of oblivion,” answered Larry, with a charming 
self-effacing candidness that knocked Carson out and began a 
new career for Larry Kert.

“ No, not really,” said Kert. “ Marty Charnin, who 
conceived and produced the show, was in “ West Side Story’ 
with me and we’ve been friends ever since. Come to think of 
it, a lot of people were with me in “West Side Story.’ The 
difference was they came and went, but I just stayed.”

A ‘ Legacy Of Hate ’ 


NEW YORK (KFS — NBC documentarían 
Robert 
(“Shad”) Northshield spent three weeks in Belfast, Northern 
Ireland, preparing “Suffer the Little Children,” 
NBC news special 
on the plight of the 
young in strife - torn Ulster. 
He sums up the traumatic experience with a knock at TV ’s 
most popular situation comedy, “I do not think Archie 
Bunker is funny,” he said. “There is no way I could ever find 
humor in prejudice.” 
Northshield, who has been covering the newsbeat for over 
20 years, found the time in Ireland the most disturbing of his 
career. He still has trouble sleeping because the terror of 
Belfast continues to disturb him. 
“Personally, I can find no justification for hate,” he said. 
“There are people I dislike and many who dislike me, but 
true hate is hardly a human emotion. But in Ireland, for 
perhaps the next ten generations and certainly for the past 
ten, the children have been given a legacy of hate.” 
Shad has even sought the counsel of psychiatrists hoping 
to find a statement of hope for his documentary, but the 
doctors simply confirm his observations. We are all afraid of 
something, he said, such as jumping from a five story 
building, so we simply do not do it because of the obvious 
consequences. When Irish children are taught to be afraid of 
a man because he’s a Catholic or a PROTESTANT 
IT IS A 
FEAR OF THE UNKNOWN 
AN UNRESOLVED FEAR’ 
“ This kind of unresolved fear, which is part of growing up 
in Ireland, has become a national time bomb that is finally 
exploding,” he said. 
Despite his own personal attitude about hate, Northshield 
finds some justification in the bitter national rivalries in the 
Mid-East or in India. 
“ But in Ireland it’s Christian against Christian ... white 
against white ... Irishman against Irishman ... identical 
cultures, tracitions ... history,” he said. “ It is a pure civil war 
and the only basis of the conflict is Catholic vs. Protestant. 
Frankly, a few weeks in Belfast provides a pretty powerful 
case for atheism.” 
Originally Northshield was going to do a section of 
another news special on Christmas in Northern Ireland. When 
that show was canceled, he went to his boss and expressed 
disappointment over not doing something on Ireland. It was 
a meeting of the minds, because Reuven Frank, NBC news 
chief, also wanted a different angle about the tragedy, eri 
Ulster, and he gave immediate approval of tonight’s concept. 
“ In a way I’m sorry I went,” said Northshield. “ It’s not so 
much re - living the nightmare wfefcft a phone call in the 
middle of the night informed 
of a bomb in my hotel ... 
it’s just becoming emotkrtially involved in this insoluble 
problem. We take (í&r cameras on the street and we ask a 
child who 
hates ... the answer is always the same ... 
Catholic child hates Protestant and vice versa. We follow up 
... ‘Well, young man, what is a Catholic?’ ... The answer is 
vague... It’s just somebody to hate.” 
Naturally the show does not take sides, since it is simply a 
look at the tragic young victims of the situation. Northshield 
himself finds fault with all factions from the IRA to the 
British crown — and he sees no answers. 
“There are 
110,000 
licensed guns all belonging to 
Protestants, and the IRA is making every possible effort to 
arm Catholics. A tinderbox, believe me,” he said. 
“ Eventually, some sort of unification will have to be 
worked out between Northern and Southern Ireland,” said 
Northshield, “but this will do nothing to alleviate that legacy 
of hate. Catholics in the North must be given more freedom 
and we know that will not happen overnight. The city of 
Belfast's official map in City Hall actually shows the lines 
between Catholic neighborhoods and Protestant ones. 
“ Here’s a typical paradox. Because it’s not a well - paying 
job all cab drivers are Catholic ... but only Protestants can 
afford cabs. What happens? Protestants hail the cabs but can 
only be taken to the outskirts of their neighborhood because 
the cabby will not cross the line.”

Cloris came to New York more years ago than she looks 
when she was arunner-up in the Miss America contest.

York’s largest department stores. 
“ 1 imagine one of the reasons they wanted me” he said, 
‘‘was my association with a show called ‘The Price Is Right,’ 
but fortunately they have not inserted the phrase in any of 
the copy I have to read. 
I would not permit it, and Mark 
Goodson and Till Todman, owners of that show, would be 
on 
hand 
with an injunction before the one- minute 
commercial message ended.” 
Bill’s association with the Goodson - Todman game show 
empire goes back to the mid ’40s when he was a staff 
announcer at CBS radio earning $55 a week. 
“ Even then you couldn’t make do on that salary,” said 
Cullen, “ and I supplemented my income writing for comedy 
shows like ‘Easy Aces.’ I was friendly with Mark and Bill; and 
when their first game show, ‘Winner Take All,’ went on 
radio, they had me assigned as standby announcer as part of 
my staff job. But they didn’t like the emcee they hired, and 
arranged for me to try hosting; and I’ve worked for them 
practically ever since. ‘Three on Match’ is a Bob Stewart 
production, but Bob was a Goodson-Todman staffer for 
years, and I still do Mark and Bill’s ‘I’ve Got a Secret’ in 
syndication.” 
After Cullen took over “ Winner Take All,” he had an 
experience that sounds like Chapter Two of a bad novel about 
the radio -TV industry. Not knowing that there was a fee for 
emceeing a game show, he went to the pay office to pick up 
his weekly $55 stipend and was handed a check for $750. 
“ I went crazy,” he said, “ and ran up Madison Avenue, 
which is really quite a feat with a bum leg. I went out and 
bought a wallet for two hundred bucks, which was quite a 
turnaround for a kid from Pittsburgh earning 55 a week.” 
At this point, it looks as if Cullen is set for a long run with 
“Three on a Match,” the fourth game show NBC has thrown 
in to compete with Monty Hall’s “ Let’s Make a Deal” and 
CBS’ long-time daytime hit, “ As the World Turns.” 
Cullen’s quiz has made a slight dent in both, almost tripled 
the minuscule rating of its predecessor and, combined with 
“ Deal," knocked the CBS aoaper out of the number one slot 
in daytime ratings. 
“ I’m happy for Bob Stewart, because I really like him,” 
said Bill Cullen, a man who obviously likes people no matter 
what he says.
